Scouting Around

It seems as though everyone 
has an opinion on the fiery Re¬ 
publican senator from Wisconsin, 
Joseph McCarthy. If you like to 
argue, you are undoubtedly fa¬ 
miliar with both sides of the argu¬ 
ment because Senator McCarthy 
is definitely one of the most con¬ 
troversial figures in public life 
today. His actions and state¬ 
ments draw derogatory remarks 
on almost a globe-wide scale, but 
each time I read these articles, 

I wonder if they are all deserved. 
Don’t get me wrong, I don’t think 
the man is infallible but I do re¬ 
spect his attempt to rid the 
country of its enemies.

We 
have to keep the Communists 
from getting settled in this coun¬ 
try. We have to find out more 
about the subversive organiza¬ 
tions which are the backbone of 
the Communist party in this 
country. The only way we can 
find out more about it is to dis¬ 
cover who its members are and 
what makes them join.

Sending his inexperienced gridders against Ed Struck’s Redbirds 
of Illinois Normal university Saturday may be a grueling experience 
for Steve Sucic, head coach of the Bradley squad. After only two 
and one-half weeks of hard, sweaty practice, he will be gambling for 
an initial victory of his eight-game season. 

Upon returning to the grid Saturday for the 1953 season’s opener, 
the Braves will face a squad which is well known and respected in 
this area. Normal has 18 returning lettermen and 21 highly recom¬ 
mended members of last year’s Redbird “B” squad that will move to 
varsity positions this fall. 

After the season opener the Braves will leave for a three game 
jaunt starting at Wichita, Oct. 3rd. Steve Sucic and company will 
be striving toward Bradley’s first triumph in seven meetings of the 
two teams. Jack Mitchell’s boys blanked the Braves 13-0 in last 
year’s rivalry. Rounding out the road trip for the Braves will be 
Bowling Green, Oct. 10th, and Wayne of Detroit on the 17th. 

Returning to the campus, the Braves will engage John Carroll 
in Bradley’s homecoming contest on Oct. 24th. In 1952, Carroll was 
ranked third among small colleges in the nation on defense, and racked 
the Braves 41-0, giving the Braves their first scoreless licking since 
1940. Drake invades Peoria on the last day of October, hoping to 
gain revenge for last year’s 33-0 defeat. 

Following Drake to the campus will be Clare Dunn and his Toledo 
football squad which Bradley has never defeated. Dave Andrzejski 
will again be on hand to make things miserable for the Braves. 
Andrzejski completed 11 passes for 125 yards in last year’s 20-14 
win. On the 14th of November the Braves travel to Davenport, la., 
where they will conclude their 1953 football campaign against St. 
Ambrose college. In five contests with the Davenport college, Brad¬ 
ley’s gridmen were never stopped. The Braves’ first victory over 
this school dates back to 1929, when they zeroed St. Ambrose 54-0 
in Bradley’s first arclight game. 

Coach Jack Mitchell of Wichita University reports that he will 
not use the split “T” formation exclusively this season and will shift 
to the newly favored spread formation. Bob Burton, who gained a 
little over five yards per try against the Braves last season, has 
been sidelined with ailments. 

Chuck Osborn, Bradley’s freshmen basketball coach, plans a 
meeting of the candidates for the Papoose basketball squad. It will 
be held on Monday, Oct. 28th, in room 105 of the men’s gym. All 
men who expect to try out for the squad are requested to attend 
this meeting. 

The Braves’ freshmen team is the school’s ground floor for the 
varsity team, which annually receives national rating. Last season’s 
frosh team finished with a record of 19 victories and one loss, a 91-75 
thriller to Camp Breckenridge.

College and professional grid 
star, Steve Sucic has taken over 
the duties of head football coach 
at Bradley. Although new to the 
hilltop campus, he is well rounded 
in the coaching world, having 
coached the University of Illinois 
freshmen for the past two years. 

Steve is a graduate of Lake- 
view High school in Chicago and 
played with the University of Il¬ 
linois varsity in 1941-42. During 
the 1944 season he played with 
the Second Air Force gridders 
and was number one ground gain¬ 
er with a 7.8 yard rushing aver¬ 
age.

MITCHELL LEADS 
GREEN ELEVEN 
AT WICHITA 

University of Wichita, Brad¬ 
ley’s foe on Oct. 3rd, has only 
a few returning standouts from 
the squad that blanked the 
Braves 12-0 last season. Coach 
Jack Mitchell’s team is badly in 
need of a fullback to take the 
place of last year’s stars Eli 
Romero and Allen Taylor. 

Wichita will be strongest at 
end and quarterback, with the 
fullback, halfback, and guard 
positions in definite question. A 
lot of untested junior college 
and sophomore material will be 
on hand, but a lot is to be 
learned by these youngsters. This 
was shown last spring when the 
Shocker alums pasted a 27-14 de¬ 
feat on the varsity.

Steve Sucic, former University of Illinois and professional 
football star beginning his first year as head coach, has a lot 
of headaches. With only eight returning lettermen from last 
year's team to work with, for the past two weeks Sucic has 
had his hands full trying to 
find the right men for the 


right positions. His biggest 
problem is finding selections able 
to stand up under pressure. 

Don Stamp again leads all 
quarterback candidates and will 
be calling the signals when the 
Red and White take the field 
against Illinois Normal Saturday. 
Don handled the Braves through¬ 
out the major portion of last sea¬ 
son and gained much valuable 
experience. Stamp, a good pass¬ 
er, is able to hit good receiving 
ends for long gains. He attempt¬ 
ed 110 passes, completed 57, for 
722 yards and 11 touchdowns 
last season.

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Football Rules 

By JIM BARTON 

Bradley football fans will see 
the effects of the new limited sub¬ 
stitution rule in Saturday’s game 
with the Illinois State Normal 
Redbirds. Although this rule was 
passed with the intention of help¬ 
ing smaller schools, this writer 
sees it as a definite aid to the big 
colleges. 

Under the new rule, if a 
player is removed during one 
quarter, he cannot return until 
the following quarter; or if he 
is removed during the second 
or fourth quarters he cannot 
return to the game until the 
last four minutes of that quar¬ 
ter. This will tend to eliminate 
many specialists, such as the 
punter and the extra point 
kicker. 

Although the NCAA forecasts 
the elimination of the two-platoon 
system and the return of the 60- 
minute player, the creation of 
three platoon or even four pla¬ 
toon football is not improbable. 
The tactics of Knute Rockne and 
his “shock troops” will probably 
be used by many of the larger 
schools. Under Rockne’s system, 
the team captain elects to kick¬ 
off, and the second or defensive 
platoon starts the game. The idea 
is that the “shock troops” will 
wear down the opponents and set 
up a scoring situation for the 
offensive string. 

A three platoon system 
would feature an offensive 
team, a defensive team, and a 
third mixed team, capable of

defense. If the three platoon 
team elected to kickoff, the

would take over after the of 
ensive team had scored. If the 
team elected to receive, the of¬ 
fensive team would start and 
go all out to score. As soon as 
the offensive scored or lost the 
ball the defensive team would 
enter the game and try to set¬ 


up a scoring situation for the 
third or mixed team. The mixed| 
team would complete the quar¬ 
ter and the appropriate team 
would start the next quarter. 

Endless variations of platoon 
football can still be used, but 
they all will depend on great 
depth of talent which is not avail¬ 
able to the small college. One of 
the greatest controversies over 
the new rule will be its effect on 


scoring. Some coaches believe 
scoring will be held down because 
a player will tend to save himself; 
whereas under unlimited substi¬ 
tution he could play at full ef¬ 
fort, knowing that he will be re* 
placed when he becomes tired. 
This writer can see no fact in 
that statement; because if there 
is any “saving oneself” both 
teams will be doing it. 

The clue to scoring is in the 
coaches. Barring triple platoon 
teams, the coach is more apt to 
place an offensive player on his 


first team than a defensive 
player. This will lead to a de¬ 
terioration of defense and, con¬ 
sequently, higher scores. 

This writer predicts another 
large scale revision of substitu¬ 
tion with the next two years, with 
new rules designed to help the 
smaller schools. Although we can¬ 
not doubt the good intentions of 
the NCAA, we believe not only 
“the bigger you are, the harder 
you fall,” but also “the bigger you 
are, the harder it is to make you 
fall.”

During the 1952-53 school year, 2,248 students and faculty 
members visited Bradley’s Student Health center. After one 
year of operation on the dispensary level, the health service 
has moved from Alumni hall to 202 S. Elmwood ave. and will 
now function as an infirmary. 

The building, which formerly 


housed the AF ROTC Quarter- 
master section, has been com¬ 
pletely remodeled, redecorated 
and painted on the outside. On 
the first floor is the waiting 
room, nurse’s office, physician’s 
consultation room, and the dis¬ 
pensary. Near the nurse’s office 
there are two hospital beds to ac¬ 
commodate persons suffering 
from shock, injury, or serious dis¬ 
ease and waiting to be taken to 
the hospital. The second floor in¬ 
cludes a two-bed infirmary and 
living quarters for the nurse, 
Miss Lucy Pritchard, R. N. 

The Student Health Service 
is maintained primarily for the 
treatment of minor injuries 
and illnesses. Use of the in¬ 
firmary will be without charge 
to the students. Unfortunately, 
the infirmary is not equipped 
to handle serious or prolonged 
illness. Cases involving such 
care will be referred, at the 
student’s expense, to local 
physicians and to one of the

Scouting Around

Not very many of us realize 
that about one-third of the popu¬ 
lation of this country, at some 
time during their lives, find them¬ 
selves involved in a court battle 
either for their freedom or their 
property. That’s a rather high 
percentage and, since it is reason¬ 
ably accurate, we should all pay 
a little more attention to the 
system of courts that we have in 
our particular state. 

Here in Illinois, we have the 
method of electing our judges by 
popular vote. A man is nominated 
to run for a judicial position for 
a political party and then is 
elected. In other words, the 
judges of this state are either 
Republicans or Democrats. 

We all know that when a 
judge hands down his decision 
in a particular case, it is sup¬ 
posed to be unbiased. It should 
be based upon facts alone and 
their application to the law. 
Likew ise, we all realize that the 
majority of the political party 
leaders are members of the bar. 
Is it not possible then, in a 
close case, that he gives his de¬ 
cision to one man because his 
attorney was a party leader? 
It’s not a pleasant thought, but 
I fear it could have a rather 
firm foundation of truth. 
Another judicial system has 
been introduced by Missouri 
called the Missouri Non-Partisan 
Court plan. Its aim is to incorpo¬ 
rate the best features of the se¬ 
lective system along with re¬ 
taining the popular opinion via 
the ballot. 

Under this system, three com¬ 
mittees made up of half lawyers 
and half laymen unanimously 
nominate three men whom they 
consider most qualified to fill 
the position; then these names 
are given to the governor who 
appoints one of them to finish the 
unexpired portion of the vacated 
position. At the end of this time, 
the judge’s name appears on the 
ballot at the next general elec¬ 
tion. The name is not affiliated 
with any political party, rather, 
under it appears the sentence, 

“We should retain Judge . 

in office. Yes. No.” Be¬ 

fore the election, the bar associa¬ 
tion makes public the record of 
the judge. 

This system eliminates any pol¬ 
itics from the bench, at least as 
much as possible, and the people 
of Missouri seem more than sat¬ 
isfied with this system. 

On the other hand, this sys¬ 
tem was introduced in the Illi¬ 
nois State Legislature on

Students Air Chapel Complaints

Complaints and protests were voiced last week by employed 
veterans and off-campus students on required chapels this semester. 

The regulation compels full time undergraduates to attend six 
in a series of 18 lecture-arts programs or elect a two-hour non-credit 
course as a substitute. 

According to Dean Tucker, no one will be excused from this 
regulation suggested by student council. 

Bob Asbell, a commerce student from Pekin, is an employed 
veteran who feels that this ruling “isn't fair." He works nights 
to finance his education and says “this imposes a real hardship 
since only one chapel is being offered on a Sunday this semester." 

He wonders if the authorities in the school realize that GIs and 
some other students can't possibly attend college without working 
their way through. 

“If good programs were offered it wouldn’t be so bad,” says 
D. M. Warren who is a married veteran and a junior in economics. 
He believes the programs “are mediocre and should be made inter¬ 
esting enough to create voluntary attendance.” 

Another married veteran w 7 ho wanted his name withheld, said 
that he can’t possibly attend the chapels due to his working hours. 
This man carries 17 hours in engineering courses and couldn’t afford 
the time for another two-hour class. He plans to accept a grade-cut 
but thinks the punishment unjustified. 

John Rotondo from Chicago is a senior in engineering. John 
believes the chapels should be conducted on a free basis for a 
few more years and to offer more appealing programs. He “can't 
see taking a two-hour non-credit course for it means about 90 
hours work when the students who are able to attend chapels 
put in only six hours.” 

“It’s outrageous,” says Louis Esslinger, a veteran and transfer 
student from Danville Junior college. “I go to school to learn and 
would attend these programs anyway. I don’t want to be forced.” 

Lee Sharpe is a transfer student from Millikin college in Decatur. 
He is a senior in business administration, married and employed. 
Lee says, “At Millikin students were excused from chapels if they 
produced evidence of working.” He says that he has to work 44 hours 
a week in order to keep his job; and his job comes first.

5. For every 2 Vi cuts in these courses a one-tenth grade point 
will be deducted.

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English Instructor Tells Story 
Behind Poems In New Volume 

From farm girl to hashslinger to Bradley instructor and 
poet is the amazing path of progress followed by Mrs. Jan Anne 
Pfanz-Kallio who has received acclaim recently for her volume 
of short poems, “Each Velvet 


Fold." 

“The realization of this book 
was a combination of hobbies,” 
explains Mrs. Kallio. “My con¬ 
tribution was a finale of 25 
years of dabbling in verse writ¬ 
ing.” The other hobby, sketch¬ 
ing, is possessed by Mrs. Faye 
Lindquist, an elementary teach¬ 
er in the Canton Public schools, 
who has beautifully illustrated 
the volume on a pixy theme. 
Mrs. Kallio’s ardent love of na¬ 
ture stems from her youth. The 
oldest of four girls in a Pekin 
farm family, she was “father’s, 
.girl” and as she worked with 
him in the field she developed a 
closeness to nature which she has 
never lost. 

High school days during the 
depression found her mowing 
lawns and working at odd jobs to 
earn money. She and her mother 
picked blackberries in the woods 
and sold them from an old-fash¬ 
ioned horse and buggy in Pekin. 

She Hated Poetry 
She “hated poetry” at first but 
a senior English teacher intro¬ 
duced her to the beat, mood, and 
rhythm of verse. She began jot¬ 
ting down little jingles for the 
fun of it and later leaned to 
poetry to express moods and her 
feelings about nature. 

In 1931 Mrs. Kallio began 
teaching grade school in Creve 
Coeur and later in Pekin. Sum¬ 
mers she spent at Illinois State 
Normal university studying for 
her bachelor of arts degree. 
“These were no vacations,” she 
recalls. 

This was to be her life’s pat¬ 
tern for many years and after 
another full year at Normal, she 
was graduated in 1943. She re¬ 
turned to Pekin to teach sixth 
grade until 1945. 

Lesson in Human Nature 
Then she married Neil Kallio, a 
northern Wisconsin Finn, and 
with him went to a small town 
near Spokane, Wash. Once more 
she lived close to nature. But this 
time it was human nature. She 
worked the night-shift as a “hash¬ 
slinger” in a 24-hour beanery 
catering to railroad workers and 
laborers. The men were rough, 
tough, and dirty, but, she says, 
“that experience was priceless.” 
After the war the Kallios 
went to Rhinelander, Wis., for 
a year but 45° below zero that 
winter persuaded them to re¬ 
turn to Pekin. She was society 
editor for the Pekin Daily 
Times for two years and then 
received a graduate asistant- 
ship to teach freshman English 
at Bradley while working on 
her master’s degree. She 
achieved her master of art’s de¬ 
gree in 1952 and has been a 
part-time English instructor 
since then. 

Mrs. Kallio is a member of the 
Sigma Tau Delta co-ed national 
honorary fraternity in English and 
both she and Mrs. Lindquist are 
charter members of Alpha 
Lambda chapter of Delta Kappa 
Gamma, international honorary 
society for woman teachers. 

Who’s A Bookworm? 
Contrary to what one might 
think, Mrs. Kallio is no book 
worm. At least not all of the 
time. She loves all outdoor sports 
and would rather play than watch 
them. She and her husband go 
rabbit hunting in the fall and 
early winter. They may be found 


playing mumble-peg in the sum¬ 
mer if the weather is too hot for 
strenuous activity or even knife¬ 
throwing—a favorite pastime of 
the Finns. 

“In ‘Each Velvet Fold’,” says 
Mrs. Kallio, “may be found re¬ 
flections of the various mast¬ 
ers I was studying; for in¬ 
stance, Whitman and Dickin¬ 
son. I studied them during the 
last few years at Bradley/ 
“Some verses are mirrors of 
my moods—sitting on top of the 
sun above the clouds in one poem 
and moping in the darkest depths 
of a mud puddle in the next one.” 

The title “Each Velvet Fold” 
originates in a phrase from the 
first poem “Kinship.” Catagories 
including nature, philosophy, 
love, teaching days and friend¬ 
ship outline the work.

I-F Football Season Opens; 
Three Teams Still Unbeaten 


Bradley’s Braves travel to 
Bowling Green, Ohio, this Satur¬ 
day in an attempt to avenge 
three consecutive losses at the 
hands of the Falcons. Last year 
they stopped the Braves, 21-14. 
Coach Bob Whittaker’s mod¬ 
ified T-formation, the same 
style that carried the Falcons 
to a 7-2 record in 1952, will 
feature a fine aerial game and 
diversified running attack. A 
veteran backfield, an experi¬ 
enced line, and one of the coun¬ 
try’s top passing combinations 
will make the Ohio school a 
formidable opponent. 

Bowling Green’s ace passer in 
1952, Bill Lyons, will return to 
his quarterback spot. Last year 
Lyons attempted 134 passes and 
completed 71 for 915 yards and 
12 touchdowns. Fullback John 
Ladd is a question mark this year 
because of a sprained knee. 
Harold Bruck, a linebacker last 
year, will probably play fullback 
in Ladd’s absence. 

Jim Ladd and Jack Hecker will 
be Lyon’s favorite targets at the 
ends. Last year Ladd was named 
to the Associated Press’ Little 
All America second string. He 
caught 43 passes for 632 yards 
and 11 touchdowns. 

An experienced first string line 
and lack of depth in understudies 
may force Whittaker to develop 
60-minute men out of his top 
linemen. The recent loss of Bob 
Dallas, to the draft, will leave 
Lester Green as the only veteran 
tackle. Four sophomores will 
contend for the other tackle spot. 
Lettermen Jim McQuaid and 
Keith Fowler will fill the guard 
positions with their replacements 
also coming from last year’s 
freshmen team. 

Bill Robinson will alternate 
with Harold Yawberg at the 
pivot. Yawberg, a place kick 
specialist, was the team’s 
fourth highest scorer last year 
with 26 points, all of which 
were scored on conversions. 

Shoulder Injury 
Ends Stamp's 
'53 Grid Career 

It is said that “the third time 
is a charm.” Don Stamp, Brad¬ 
ley’s hard luck athlete, will take 
exception to that. Stamp has re¬ 
ceived three major injuries in his 
promising athletic career, the 
latest ending his 1953 football 
aspirations. 

During the final period of the 
Illinois Normal game in Peoria 
Stadium, quarterback Stamp was 
hit hard by Mike Kadlic behind 
the line of scrimmage. A dis¬ 
located shoulder was diagnosed, 
but X-rays showed that the in¬ 
dispensable Stamp sustained a 
shoulder separation which will 
keep him out of athletics until 
next spring. 

Last season Don was sidelined 
with a troublesome knee, which 
hampered his pitching for the 
Braves baseball team. He exer¬ 
cised the leg all summer to 
strengthen it for the football 
season. During his youth, Stamp 
was burned in a naptha fire 
which temporarily crippled his 
left leg. 

Stamp established himself as 
starting quarterback during the 
'52 campaign, completing 57 
passes for 722 yards and 11 
touchdowns.

Bradley’s defenses collapsed be¬ 
fore a rugged Wichita attack last 
Saturday, Oct. 3. The injury- 
plagued Braves were thumped 
with their worst whitewash in 32 
years. Saturday’s 55-0 defeat was 
second only to the 58-0 shutout 
registered against Bradley by 
Lombard in 1921. 

Operating from a fast moving 
“T” formation, Wichita repeated¬ 
ly stabbed into the Bradley line 
for long gains, following the pat¬ 
tern that was set a week earlier 
when the Shockers dropped the 
formidable Tulsa team 19-10. The 
Wichita rushing game netted 308 
yards against the Braves, and 
the very effective Wichita passing 
attack gained 163 yards on ten 
completions.

Moments later, after a 57 yard 
passing and running march, Pace 
drove through the Bradley line 
for two yards and paydirt.

With less than a minute 
to play in the first half, Ed Bag- 
hosian dragged down a 23 yard 
pass from John Cronan and was 
finally stopped on the Bradley 
two yard line.

Al, a graduate of Clinton 
High school, lettered in football, 
basketball, and track in his high 
school days. This is Marr’s sec¬ 
ond season with the Braves grid- 
men. He participates in I-F sports 
during the winter and spring 
months; last year he won three 
first places in I-F track. 

Joining Don Stamp on the 
Braves’ long term injury list is 
Dave Bremer who broke the 
fibula bone in his leg while block¬ 
ing in the Wichita game. Dave 
is a graduate of Proviso high 
school near Chicago, where he 
lettered in football and wrestling. 
Reports from Bremer’s doctor 
state that he will not be able to 
participate in any athletic com¬ 
petition until late next spring.

Advice On Poker 

Some people may sneer at 
poker and call it a low brow 
game. They will say that the only 
thing a winner needs is luck and 
money enough to play. Perhaps 
they are right in a way; both 
money and luck will help. 

But there are many players, 

I believe, who will agree that 
poker is one of the greatest 
games of skill. I once asked a 
man, who earned about $120 a 
month as an army corporal, 
how he managed to win $150 to 
$500 a night playing poker. His 
story of success was simple. 
“Well, to tell the truth,” he 
said, “those other guys just 
don’t know how to play.” 

Of course, he didn’t always win, 
but altogether he must have sent 
home more money in six months 
than the rest of us made in two 
years. 

I’ve also watched a 13-year-old 
player match cards with univer¬ 
sity students and take their 
money game after game. At first 
he was said to have beginner’s 
luck, but he’s been having that 
beginner’s luck for four years 
now. 

Poker is a game in which a 
good player uses the laws of 
probability, a knowledge of 
psychology, good sense, and 
patience. All of these things 
add up to skill. 

The player who has the most 
skill will probably do most of the 
winning. 


Miss Baldwin comes from one 
of the oldest families in Peoria 
and has played a major role in 
the development of this city. She 
was graduated from the Bradley 
academy in 1905 and continued 
her education at Smtih college in 
Massachusetts and did graduate 
work at Columbia university in 
New York. 

In 1939 Miss Baldwin presented 
Bradley library with her father’s 
collection of fine books, stating 
at that time, “It is in no sense 
a modern library. You’ll find in 
it no books on economics or psy¬ 
chology or sociology. But it is de- 
sidedly a reading library, reflect¬ 
ing the tastes and pleasures of 
a man who bought what he want¬ 
ed, not caring for first editions 
but for what the books con¬ 
tained.” The collection consists of 
1,600 volumes many of which are 
unobtainable today. 

Besides being active in many 
civic organizations, Miss Baldwin, 
is also the author of “In My Opin¬ 
ion,” a column in the Peoria 
Star running five days a week 
and a Monday through Friday 
radio program of the same name 
on station WEEK. 


Soc Class Plans New 
Public Opinion Polls

Has the Kinsey report in¬ 
fluenced your views on sex? This 
question may be asked of you in 
one of the many surveys being 
conducted on campus. Students 
attending the Mass Communica¬ 
tions & Public Opinion class are 
conducting approximately 13 di¬ 
versified on-campus surveys of 
their own choice as part of the 
course work this semester ac¬ 
cording to Dr. Blumenthal, class 
instructor. 

The subjects chosen for sur¬ 
vey are: Bradley basketball, re¬ 
quired chapel attendance, re¬

Theta Xi used a horology 
theme, a cuckoo clock with the 
slogan, “Defeat At Two For 
Streaks of Blue.”

The Independents' theme is a 
boat with a Bradley man fishing 
a Blue Streak out of the water. A 
slogan had not yet been decided 
upon. 

Tau Kappa Epsilon has a row¬ 
boat pulling a victory steamship. 
On the sides is the slogan, “Vic¬ 
tory Over the Blue,” while on the 
front the message is “Victory Is 
in Tow.” The three main colors 
are red, white and blue. 

The theme of Lambda Chi 
Alpha is a concave chapel at one 
•end. Funeral dirges provide the 
background music.

Stamp May See Action 

Don Stamp, who could be called the backbone of the Braves 
before his shoulder injury in the Normal game four weeks ago, may 
be called upon during the John Carroll game. The only thing that 
will keep the valiant Stamp from joining his teammates on the grid 
tomorrow is the lack of an O. K. from the university’s doctor. Don 
has been working out with the squad every afternoon for the past 
week and claims that his injured shoulder is in fine shape.

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Capitalizing on a devastating 
aerial attack, the Bowling Green 
Falcons pounded Bradley 39-13 
for their fourth win in the four 
year series between the two 
teams. Although the Braves held 
the Falcons to a 19-13 lead in the 
first half, the Bradley crew could 
not withstand the second half on¬ 
slaught which netted 20 points 
for the Falcons. Played under a 
sunny Ohio sky, the Oct. 10, Dad’s 
Day game drew 3,100 fans to the 
Bowling Green arena.

Wayne Smashes Bradley 32-0 At Detroit Sigma Chi First In Golf, Tennis Standings 


Sparked by the sensational run¬ 
ning of Viv Zucco and the inef¬ 
ficient offense of Bradley, Wayne 
University smashed Steve Sucic’s 
charges, 32-0, last Saturday night 
in Detroit. 

-Zucco, only a freshman half¬ 
back, scored three first-half 
touchdowns, while gaining 137 of 
Wayne’s 190 yards rushing. The 
Braves meanwhile, had their 
hands full totaling ten yards 
rushing and seventeen yards 
passing. 

Zucco Scores First 

Another Tartar score came aft¬ 
er a Brave fumble on the Bradley 
seven yard line. John Kelly tossed 
a pass to Vic Zucco, who made 
a spectacular catch in the end 
zone, scoring his first of three 
touchdowns in the game. 

Chet Zielinski fumbled a 
Wayne punt in the end zone set¬ 
ting up Wayne’s second score in 
the later part of the first quar¬ 
ter. The touchdown being more or 


less a gift was fated by the fact 
that the ball bounced in favor of 
the Braves, but the Tartars re¬ 
covered on the seven yard line.

Individual clubs meet regularly for social and educational 
get-togethers during the school year. Members find participa¬ 
tion in these programs brings them into a circle of friends that 
will add greatly to their enjoyment of college life. 

Everyone should look into our campus religious clubs. Their 
founders designed them for a worthwhile goal, combining the 
sociability of an informal group with the vital training of the church 
and religion.

'ANG 'IM ON 'IGH, GUY 

“The fifth of November, 

Since I can remember. 

Gunpowder, treason, and plot. 

This is the day that God did prevent 
To blow up his king and parliament.” 

Yes, it’s the fifth of November, and as students scurry to and 
from classes, our thoughts wander to other days and campuses when 
harassed students wrested this day from their school calendars to 
celebrate a historical event 

It was the year 1605. Protestant England brooded as the 
air was heavy with the threat of conspiracy. Elizabeth I was 
dead and her cousin James of Scotland was the new English 
monarch. The time was ripe for action. The Papists, unhappy 
with their lot, plotted the king’s assassination. Then, into the 
picture stepped Guy Fawkes, a soldier of fortune and an oppor¬ 
tunist. Tall and auburn-haired Fawkes conspired with a small 
handful of revolutionists to destroy the king and his lawmakers. 

Renting a building next to parliament, Fawkes and company 
tunneled into the building. Upon filling the huge excavation with 
gunpowder, a time was set for the culmination of the plot. But, too 
many cooks spoil the broth, and a revealing letter was delivered to a 
prominent lord. 

Trapping Fawkes red-handed and submitting him to anguishing 
tortures, King James’ guard finally extracted from him the names 
of his cohorts. In this case of treason there was no defense, and 
the conspirators were put to death. 

But, unappeased with the gibbeting of Fawkes, the aroused 
English continued, year after year, to burn him in effigy as a 
symbol of their contempt for any type of forceful governmental 
overthrow. Students throughout the British Isles led demon¬ 
strations.

The ceremony was brought to this country by the colonists, who 
annually celebrated the event. So widely was it commemorated that 
New York state wrote it into its legal code in 1665, and the practice 
continues even today.

Bradley’s beloved but oft- 
beaten Braves threw a Hallo¬ 
ween scare at the Drake Bull¬ 
dogs last Saturday night at 
Peoria Stadium, as Duane Love- 
strand galloped 53 yards for a 
touchdown on Bradley’s first 
play of the game.

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Send Another Railsplittin' Abe 
His Soft Words Shaped Destiny 

Ninety years ago today, there unfolded one of the great 
speeches of all history. A speech that at the time went un¬ 
recognized, but with the tenure of years, it ran the gauntlet 
of obscurity and emerged to everlasting distinction. 

It was Nov. 19,1863, a drizzly, dismal day, when Abraham 
Lincoln spoke for about two minutes and was heard by just 
a few of the thousands who had gathered at Gettysburg to 
commemorate the battle fought there. 

When the soft-voiced gentleman finished, dead silence 
announced his exit. Most of the crowd didn’t even know he 
was through. It was a disappointed and heartbroken Lincoln 
that stepped down from the speaker’s podium that day. 

His masterpiece was relegated to the inside newspaper 
pages the next day, while the two-hour speech of Edward 
Everett, the most polished orator of the time, highlighted 
the front pages. But, Everett later said to Abe, “I wish I 
could flatter myself that I had come as near to the central 
idea of the occasion in two hours as you did in two minutes.” 

So it is today. People are likely to overlook the soft, 
quietly spoken, uncolored words of an unassuming spokesman 
and praise the loud thunder of noisome orators who have 
much fire but no fact. The destiny of the world seems shaped 
by the quiet observers whose works contain much thought, 
not by the loud noise-makers who talk much, but say little.

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Ralph Winn Joins "Flying Faculty" Western Tour

Mr. Ralph Winn, photography 
instructor at Bradley and chief 
photographer of the Peoria Star, 
left two weeks ago for the west 
coast as a member of a “flying 
faculty” g i v i n g short photo 
courses to protessionals. 

Making the trip were 15 special¬ 
ists in the journalism field includ¬ 
ing such big names as: J. Eyer- 
man, Life magazine; Walter Yust, 
editor-in-chief of the Encyclopedia 
Britannica; Earl Theisen of Look 
magazine; and Joseph Costa, 
chief photographer of King fea¬ 
tures. The group lectured to pub¬ 
lishers, managing editors, news 
and city editors, and photo edi¬ 
tors on the latest developments 
in their profession. 

HARKRADER TEACHES 

During Winn’s absence, Alan 
Harkrader, Bradley student, Star 
photographer and widely known 
“humorist,” instructed the photo 
classes. 

The western short courses were 
sponsored by the National Press 
Photographers association, (of 
which Winn is state president) 
and the Encyclopedia Britannica. 

The courses were also present¬ 
ed at University of Southern 
California in Los Angeles, Stan¬ 
ford, City College in San Fran¬ 
cisco, and the University of Wash¬ 
ington in Seattle. 

Winn’s fascinating career be¬ 
gan in Texas in 1938 when a 
commercial photo company hired 
him under the assumption that 
he knew something about cam¬ 
eras. He says, “I fibbed my way 
into that position,” but after a 
night’s study in the workings of 
a Graflex and a few trial and 
error shots, he was a cameraman. 


HAUNTS STAR OFFICE 

He came to Peoria in 1939 and 
“haunted” the managing editor 
of the Star until he got a job on 
the staff. In 1943 he moved his 
family west because of his daugh¬ 
ter’s illness and got a job with 
the United Press in Chicago and 
was later sent to Los Angeles. 
Here he covered a Hollywood beat 
making roto-layouts in night 
clubs and the Fox movie studios. 

In 1944 he returned to Peoria 
and the Star and became chief 
photographer the following year. 
He has been teaching at Bradley 
since 1948. 

Winn has won many national 
news picture contests. As far as 
is known he is the only person to 
win the “Best in the Show” prize 
twice in a row in the Inland Press 
contest. In 1949 his pictures won 
top honors in the Inland Press, 
Associated Press and Graflex 
contests. The list of other prizes 
and honors leaves one dizzy.

Of course, a 
marriage between a baron’s daughter and a shepherd’s son was 
out of the question. 

The romance was continued secretly, however, when the boy 
would come to fish in the moat surrounding the castle. One day 
when the lovers planned to meet, the boy slipped into the moat and 
drowned. When the baron’s daughter heard of this, she became ill 
and died of a broken heart. 

The girl’s ghost has haunted the castle ever since. Perhaps she 
still waits for a rendezvous with the shepherd’s son. Who knows? 

In this story, which has been handed down from generation to 
generation, the ghost is known as “the White Lady.” Rolf says, 
4 T never know just where the White Lady is. She may sleep with 
me at night or sit with me at breakfast in the morning.” 

The other half of the castle was built in 1500 by the Archbishop 
of Mainz. 

As a child, Rolf was a member of the Hitler Youth movement 
when he attended Gymnasium school, an eight-year high school, in 
Goettingen. Part of this military training took place in history 
classes where the boys were indoctrinated in the supremacy of 
Germany and the unimportance of other countries. On Wednesday 
and Saturday afternoons they paraded, exercised and played “war 
games” in the woods. “That was no pleasure for me,” says Rolf. 

All physically fit boys were forced to enter the movement. It 
was divided into two groups: boys 8 to 16 called Youngfolk, and boys 
16 and older named Hitler Youth, who were trained for the SS. 

During the last of World War II the German people suffered 
greatly from lack of food, says Rolf. He recalls that his people had 
no eggs or sugar for several years and that they existed on bread, 
water and horsemeat—if they could get it. Many of the old people 
died of starvation. The younger persons were able to find grasses 
to eat in the woods. They dug for potatoes which were left in the 
fields after harvesting. 

Rolf went to Wuerzberg in Bavaria after the war to live with 
his grandparents. He attended the university there for three semes¬ 
ters, majoring in economics and law. 

At this school he studied under Dr. Lamia, a well-known physics 
teacher. At Bradley, Rolf discovered Dr. and Mrs. Ernest Ising had 
also studied under Dr. Lamia years ago. 

There are no sororities in the German colleges and the fraterni¬ 
ties are quite different than hours. Rolf gives a striking example in 
the fact that the boys of the rival organizations like to fight with 
lances until they draw blood. “They do this to prove they are men,” 
says Rolf. 

There is no roll taken in the German college classes. In fact, 
students need not attend classes unless they feel the need to. Rolf 
says that a final exam is given at the end of a semester and the 
student either passes or fails. 

Rolf’s hobbies are hunting, fishing, tennis and handball—the 
national sport of Germany. He is interested in economics, politics, 
philosophy, and dancing if the tempo is slow. He likes the music 
of Beethoven, Haydn, Handel and Schubert; but not Bach. “His 
music is too monotone.” 

Rolf will attend Bradley for one year and return to Germany 
for his two remaining years. He wants to be an industrial economist.

Frankly friends, the dimensions 
of grandma’s orbs have little rela¬ 
tion to her visual acuity. It’s true 
grandma has a sharp eye and 
can peruse a Mickey Spillane nar¬ 
rative in less than an hour. Of 
-course, she wasn’t always that 
agile with her fixations, it took 
practice. Back when she was a 
Bradley student grandma was 
forever reading, (didn’t have time 
for anything else. Hearing about 
the Reading Skills class, she de¬ 
cided to enroll thinking that if 
she could learn to read faster, she 
could move out of the library and 
back to the dorm. After a couple 
-of months training it got so she 
-could read faster than Mike Ham¬ 
mer could pull the trigger. Grand¬ 
ma began to live. 

Well, you don’t have to Hke 
murder mysteries to improve 
your reading rate. You do have 
to want to Tead faster, and if 
you have a casual familiarity 
with the printed word, you’re 
ready to begin. 

About one week after registra¬ 
tion each semester the office of 
special services announces the 
beginning of its Reading Skills 
classes. This term two classes are 
meeting with about 18 students 
each. Since the classes are over¬ 
crowded by 50%, Chester R. Ze- 
bell, coordinator of the program, 
hints that they may be increased 
for the second semester. 

It takes about a week to get 
the classes organized. Then, as 
this type of work can’t be picked 
up by a late registrant, the 
classes are closed and the prac¬ 
tice begins. 


The first sessions include 
testing individual rates of read¬ 
ing, comprehension, depth per¬ 
ception, and physical ability to 
see. Visual span, fixations, and 
regressions are charted with an 
ophthalmograph, a harmless in¬ 
strument which takes a moving 
picture of the eye movements 
during the act of reading. 

The examinations and prelim¬ 
inary lectures are followed by 
practice with machines designed 
to widen one’s span, and increase 
perception. Notable of these ap¬ 
paratus .is the tachistoscope 
which exposes lines of digits or 
words for one fifth of a second 
or less, depending uon the stage 
of progress. 

Dr. ,J. A. Rotter teaches the 
classes, which were started in 
1948 largely at the insistence of 
Dr. Leo G. Bent, director of spe¬ 
cial services. 

Bradley is one of the first 
universities in the country to 


this field according to Zebell, 
who reviewed comparable work 
being done by other schools at 
a recent reading therapy con¬ 
vention at Temple university. 

The reading skills classes are 
recommended to those who score 
as slow readers on the test bat¬ 
tery given prior to entering Brad¬ 
ley. JAny other full time student 
may take advantage of this serv¬ 
ice without charge, and local in¬ 
dustry may send its employees 
to the classes but at a cost of $50 
per semester.

This 
brings about the appearance of 
Charles’ first wife, Elvira (Mari¬ 
anne Ringy), dead seven years, 
who comes sweeping into the 
room on a strong breeze and in 
excellent spirits. 

The whole situation is compli¬ 
cated by the fact that only 
Charles can see and hear her, and 
Ruth is not convinced until the 
flower vases begin moving 
around through the air. The com¬ 
plications also envelope innocent 
by-standers Dr. Bradman (Mike 
Cody), Mrs. Bradman (Jane 
Cooper), and Eddy (Wally Gair), 
the Condomine’s butler. 

“Blithe Spirit” was well re¬ 
ceived on Broadway and by movie 
audiences both here and in Eng¬ 
land. The stars of the Broadway 
show were Clifton Webb as 
Charles and Peggy Wood as 
Ruth.

loss of the year last Dec. 8, as the 
Purdue Boilermakers came from 
behind in the final quarter to 
send the game into overtime. 
Purdue outscored the Braves 
eight to four in the extra five 
minutes to win 77-73. 

Bradley was unable to find the 
range as their shooting average 
fell from the lofty .535 they held 
after the Illinois Normal game 
to an unsensational .388.

How would you like to go to 
the movies as often as three 
times a week . . . and get paid 
for it? Well, ifyou want a job 
like this, Bradley University’s 
audio-visual aids department is 
accepting applications. You see, 
you don’t exactly go to the 
movies, you take them with you. 

Don Raeuber, student assist¬ 
ant manager of the department, 
says that trainees are needed to 
replace the projectionists who 
will be graduating. Most of them 
work three or four hours a week 
showing films to classes, school 
clubs, and outside organizations. 

Don works about 25 hours a 
week scheduling the five projec¬ 
tionists, ordering and prevueing 
films, and keeping the equipment 
in good mechanical condition. 
The last of those tasks includes 
maintaining the five $600 movie 
projectors, the recorders, three 
tape and one disc, and the slide 
projector. In addition, he is re¬ 
sponsible for the screens for 
which replacements would cost 
approximately $50 each. 

If a projectionist contracts a 
cold (reported to be the most 
fashionable excuse in this sea¬ 
son), or for any other reason is 
unable to report for his assign¬ 
ment, then Don has to do his best 
to get a replacement. Under such

circumstances the entire staff 
sometimes seems to disappear or 
are too busy and he must show 
the movie himself. Each projec¬ 
tionist reports to the audio-visual 
office in West hall every day to 
see if he has been assigned. If so, 
he is given a three day notice as 
to time, place, and the movie to 
be shown. 

Getting a particular film is dif¬ 
ficult only when it is in great 
demand. Usually, however, the 
distributing agencies require only 
two weeks to deliver; and in case 
an unexpected emergency arises, 
films can be obtained by special 
delivery. Rental is most frequent¬ 
ly for one day only, but movies 
can be kept longer if so request¬ 
ed when the order is placed. 

Running a projector isn’t a 
hard job; it’s knowing what to 
do when something goes wrong 
that counts. Bradley’s audio-vis¬ 
ual staff depends heavily on ex¬ 
perience when the film breaks, or 
suddenly the sound stops, or the 
thing just won’t work. They show 
two or three movies a day, 16 or 
so per week, or about 300 each 
semester, and any way you count 
it that’s a lot of practice.

Looking at the West Hand one 
would think it was taken right 
out of the book from the page on 
pre-emptive bids. There are sev¬ 

en winning tricks. Not vulner¬ 
able the proper bid is four spades, 
our guide being the old Culbert¬ 
son rule of 2 & 3. Not vulner¬ 
able you can count on your part¬ 
ner for three winning tricks, vul¬ 
nerable for only two tricks. So 
if you were vulnerable, you would 
only bid three spades. This is a 
rule of thumb if there ever was 
one. And yet nearly every sys¬ 
tem now in use advocates sub¬ 
stantially the same bids in like 
situations. Many players have 
even adapted its use to bids at 
the two level, known as the weak 
two bids. And in many situations 
it makes it very difficult for the 
opponents to bid. There are two 
widely used techniques to combat 
such tactics. 4 No Trump is bid 
by either partner and that is 
treated the same as a take out 
double. Their partner then bids 
their longest suit. Another tactic 
is to make the cheapest bid pos¬ 
sible and partner responds their 
longest suit. In many years of 
play we have never seen one of 
these counter tactics used suc¬ 
cessfully, or intelligently at the 
four level. Your only alternative 
is the barge & pray system, as 
used successfully by the south 
player, and his prayer was ans-

among organizations contributing 
to the defense of our city. 

Approximately 15 faculty mem¬ 
bers and students at Bradley 
have joined the Civil Defense pro¬ 
gram in an effort to assure max- 
imum protection from surprise 
enemy attacks. 

At the present time, a remote 
control communication center is 
being organized and will be lo¬ 
cated in Duryea hall. This center 
will work in coordination with a 
similar center located at the Le 
Tourneau-Westinghouse air field. 

Another unit associated with 
the Civil Defense program is the 
Bradley radio station. 

According to Ferrel Lytle, one 
of the coordinators of the com¬ 
munication sections at Bradley, 
“The program is progressing ex¬ 
tremely well. The cooperation of 
members at Bradley and the use 
of Bradley’s facilities is at its 
maximum.” 

According to the plan in 
progress, information received at 
the LeTourneau - Westinghouse 
station will be transferred by re¬ 
mote control to a center at Brad¬ 
ley. Radio mobile units will also 
work in cooperation with the sec- 


cation department. 

Lytle further stated that, “The 
CDP program at Bradley will be 
used for disasters of any nature 
and not specifically for the pre¬ 
vention of surprise enemy 
attack.” 

Aug. 20 Slated 
As Deadline for 
Vet's Training 

August 20, 1954, marks the 
last date that veterans may enter 
training oni the Korean GI Bill— 
that is if they have been separat¬ 
ed from the service before Au¬ 
gust 20, 1952. 

Except for the summer session, 
the school term starting in Feb¬ 
ruary will be the last chance of 
enrollment for many veterans. 

The law states that the vet¬ 
erans who fall in this category 
must actually begin before this 
date to continue training. 

Veterans discharged on or aft¬ 
er Aug. 20, 1954, have two years 
from the date of their seperation 
to begin training. 
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Operation Ouch! 

Interested in Operation Ouch? 

Maybe you’re not familiar with the expression, but you 
know it by another name, gamma globulin injections. The 
“0. 0.” moniker obviously comes from two words most fre¬ 
quently uttered by the lucky recipients of the polio preventa¬ 
tive. 

But call it what you may, you are a necessary participant 
in this crusade against crippling disease. 

Two things are necessary to carry out plans of innocula- 
tion. One has been provided by an American, George Tieman, 
who made the first modern hypodermic syringe in the United 
States. Just three hundred years ago the inoculations and 
polio vaccine would have been administered with a hollow 
goose quill connected with a pig bladder full of the material 
to be injected. 

A little over a hundred years ago, the injection probably 
would have been given with a crude silver syringe and a dull 
needle inserted into an incision made in the skin. Or it might 
have been done with a hollow tube containing a removable 
three-pointed rod that gouged a hole in the skin, then was 
withdrawn to allow fluid to trickle down the tube. 

But the problem of a sanitary and painless syringe has 
been solved and only the second necessary item is needed. 
Here, my friends, is where you come in. 

A syringe is useless in combatting disease if the ma¬ 
terials to fight the germs are not inside of the tube. You can 
put that vaccine into the syringe by giving a pint of blood. 

You needn’t feel left out because you missed the jet in 
designing a modern syringe. After all, it’s the youth retain¬ 
ing spring of blood that completes the job of inoculation.

'Flicka Flashes'

There has been a great diver¬ 
gence in the films shown at the 
Varsity Art theatre in the past 
few weeks. We skipped from the 
gloom and tragedy of Strindberg 
to comedy by Guiness. The cal¬ 
iber of all have been high. 

Last week, "‘Forbidden Games ,, 
and “Penny Princess” proved to 
be interesting films. “Forbidden 
Games” has won most of the in¬ 
ternational awards and rave 
notices from critics on both con¬ 
tinents. 

This is a simple story, master¬ 
fully developed, with a plot per¬ 
haps a bit too simple for the 
average American audience. It re¬ 
veals a plaintive tale of a little 
French girl orphaned by the rav¬ 
ages of war. The filming, char¬ 
acterization, and musical back¬ 
ground is done with the utmost 
sensitivity. 

“Penny Princess' was pure fluff. 
An American girl finds herself 
transplanted to a mythical king¬ 
dom bordering Italy, France, and 
Switzerland. As “princess” of this 
patch of ground, she saves her 
country from bankruptcy, walks 
off with the hero, and is responsi¬ 
ble for the usual happy ending. 
The show was frivolous fun, in 
no way comparable to the other 
films either in magnitude, scope, 
or technical presentation. 

This week, “Fame Is the 
Spur” brings Michael Redgrave 
to the screen once more. He is 
to be remembered for his fine 
work in “The Importance of Being 
Earnest.” This is the story of 
man’s lust for fame in which he 
willfully throws over all his 
youthful ideals for a recognized 
place in society. The setting is in¬ 
dustrial England and London 
during the 1860’s when that coun¬ 
try was undergoing industrial, 
economic and social change. It’s 
a good story, and the principals 
all turn in creditable jobs. The 
final showing is tonight at 8. 

“Something Money Can’t Buy,” 
a J. Arthur Rank production, is 
slated for next Tuesday, Wednes¬ 
day and Thursday. A domestic 
comedy, it stars Patricia Roc and 
Anthony Steel. Well laced with 
farcial situations, it’s good for 
plenty of laughs.

“DRAKE BOWS, 93-53, TO BRADLEY AND POOR OFFICIAT¬ 
ING.” This is the headline of the only sports story in the DRAKE 
TIMES-DELPHIC, Drake’s student newspaper. The short 125-word 
story said nothing about the game except, “The Braves were hot, 
but as was the case against Marquette, Drake had to contend with 
poor officiating.” 

After talking to some of the prominent sports critics in the 
Peoria area, I have come to the conclusion that the writer is very 
biased. Jack Rosenberg, Peoria Journal sports writer, said, 
“Clyde Castle (one of the officials of the Drake game) has been 
a ref for twenty years. Besides that he is a sports caster in his 
home town.”

Drake 
just had a bad night.” 

Still one more expert on the subject. Chick Hearn, the pop¬ 
ular WEEK sports announcer, commented, “Having been an 
official, perhaps I appreciate the whistle tooters more than the 
average fan. Had the competition in the game been closer, the 
officials may have called a better game. It’s true they could 
have worked better, but Bradley’s first quarter lead, 28-8, and 
the easiest win, 93-53, seen in Robertson fieldhouse in recent 
years, was not due to the officiating. It is real easy to ref a 
basketball game from up in the bleachers with no pressure on 
as there is down on the floor. Believe me, I know.” 

Now after speaking with the experts, there is no question in 
my mind that Mr. Jim Lawless, if there is such a person, of the 
TIMES-DELPHIC, is merely rationalizing and making weak excuses. 

According to Louisville’s COURIER-JOURNAL sports writer, 
Tommy Fitzgerald, Bradley and Louisville were involved in “one of 
the greatest shooting exhibitions since Custer’s Last Stand” last 
Saturday night. 

The next home game for the Braves will be Feb. 9, when they 
host DePaul U. of Chicago. 

LAMBDA CHI, THETA CHI, 
STILL LEAD IN l-F BALL

Coach Ron McGauvern’s Theta 
Chi cagers had their first big test 
last Saturday against the Sigma 
Chi’s quintet. The Sigs took a big 
10-point lead in the first quarter. 

A1 Marr was called down for 
three fouls in the first period but 
checked himself during the re¬ 
maining three periods. 

Theta Chi passed Sigma Chi 
midway through the second pe¬ 
riod on a free throw by Lubke- 
man, then stalled for the last 
minute of the first half holding 
on to a lead of four points. Theta 
Chi’s defense was terrific and 
held the Sig’s to four points in 
the second period, while scoring 
14 themselves. 

Theta Chi remained hot in the 
third period and handled the ball 
well plus doing a brilliant job 
on defense. Sigma Chi had a very 
hard time breaking through the 
floating zone defense of Theta 
Chi. Resorting to long set shots 
to build up their score, the Sigs 
were hampered because they 
could not hit the hoop. Marr and 
Richardson, under the boards, 
gave the losers no chance in the 
rebound department.

Braves Win Easy 
Over Texans, 86-71 

The Braves went hunting Mon¬ 
day night on the hardwoods of 
Robertson fieldhouse and found 
the Cougars of Houston good 
game. Winning easily, 86-71, the 
Texans were unfortunate to 
catch Bradley rebounding from 
their 95-86 setback at Louisville. 

Showing signs of being a little 
tired, the starting five of Peter¬ 
sen, Carney, Estergard, King and 
Kent pushed to a 22-14 first 
period lead. 

In the second canto the Braves 
opened up and raced ahead 47-30 
and led at half-time 51 to 34. 
This was due to the fact that 
the Braves scorched the nets for 
a .459 percentage in the first half 
and were in control of both 
boards. 

Big Barney Kilcullen, playing 
his finest game of the current 
campaign, brought the house 
down with a left handed tip and 
a 12 foot right handed hook. 

Starting the second half 
Forddy’s crew picked up where 
they left off. Barney, still looking 
good, fired in a 14 foot set and 
the Braves were away. During 
the third quarter, which found 
the play quite rough, Bradley 
gradually put the game on ice.

DR. HAROLD P. RODES 
New President of Bradley 
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A New Era For Bradley? 

WANTED: One college president. A man of high stand¬ 
ards, perseverance, and scholarship. The applicant must be 
satisfied and successful in his present position. 

This was the notice Bradley officials and alumni com¬ 
mittees posted last year, shortly after the resignation of Dr. 
David B. Owen, former president of the university. Since 
then numerous applicants have been interviewed and various 
leads have been checked and screened. 

The result of this constant and exhaustive effort has 
finally been realized with the announcement that Dr. Harold 
P. Rodes has become Bradley’s fifth president. 

Due to take Bradley’s helm in July, Dr. Rodes will enter 
the university after one of its most trying periods. He will 
indeed need the high standard and perseverance called for 
in the want-ad. 

To the Bradley student, the appointment of Dr. Rodes as 
president means the turning of a new page in Bradley’s his¬ 
tory book, a book with smudged and “dog-eared” pages. Stu¬ 
dents who for months have been exclaiming, “Wait ’til we 
get a new president,” will soon see their hopeful thoughts 
become reality. 

But, what effect will the new university mentor have on 
the sports program? On university scholarship? On a liberal 
arts curriculum? 

Dr. Rodes’ views on athletics are very clear and precise. 
He realizes that athletics play an important part in students’ 
development, and added a spark to Bradley’s growth. How¬ 
ever, no school should be permitted to engage in illegal re¬ 
cruiting, and “there must be none of this slipping a check 
under the table sort of thing.” Furthermore, “the school 
should follow the rules strictly—in Bradley’s case, those of 
the North Central association.” 

The new university chief executive’s standards of educa¬ 
tion and scholarship are undoubtedly among the highest, as 
Dr. Rodes was graduated summa cum laude (with highest 
honors,) by Dartmouth, and has two degrees from Yale uni¬ 
versity. He is a member of Phi Beta Kappa, national honor¬ 
ary scholarship fraternity and the American Association of 
University Professors. In glancing over this partial list of 
his honors, it is apparent that these accomplishments speak 
well for the high ideals he himself has set. 

Dr. Rodes believes that a university must offer a balanced 
program of liberal arts and technical subjects. However, 
every student should have some specialized field of study. 
“An engineering graduate is a better engineer for having had 
liberal arts training.” 

These moderate and idealistic views, tempered with the 
cold water of realism, express so well the trust and confidence 
that has been placed in Dr. Rodes by the unanimous vote of 
the board of trustees, faculty, and alumni.

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Survey Shows 
Why Students 
Chose Bradley 

“Just trying to get the facts, 
sir” might be the punch line of 
Gretchen Kent, sociology student, 
who completed a survey of 100 
students last semester on “Why 
I Enrolled at Bradley.” 

Topping the list of reasons for 
enrollment at Bradley was the 
democratic attitude and friend¬ 
liness of students. Percentage¬ 
wise, 32% of the 100 students in¬ 
terviewed gave this as the main 
inducement at Bradley. 

Twenty-seven percent gave “a 
friend’s suggestion” as their 
reason for choosing Bradley as 
their alma mater. 

Twenty-two percent of the stu¬ 
dents said friends already attend¬ 
ing Bradley caused them to pick 
the school. 

Of a significant nature 52% 
listed Bradley sports as having 
no influence on their choice of 
schools, while 15% gave this as 
being one of the reasons to some 
extent. 

One out of three Peoria stu¬ 
dents quizzed said they attended 
Bradley because they did not 
want to leave Peoria.

A Million Pages Of Newspaper 
Fit into 4 Cubic Foot Cabinet

Can you hold 2,000 pages of 
the New York Times in one 
hand? Before the science of 
micro-film was begun this would 
have been an impossible feat, but 
through the! use of 16 m.m. film, 
man is capable of re-producing 
thousands of pages of newspaper 
on a single roll of film. 

In the basement of the Brad¬ 
ley library students have access 
to the reproduction room, which 
houses the university’s micro¬ 
film and micro-cards. The room 
is equipped with two micro-film 
projectors and one micro-card 
viewer. 

The largest catalogued collec¬ 
tion in the room is the New York 
Times, which dates from Janu¬ 
ary 1930, to the present day. 

So through the use of micro¬ 
film the steel cabinet in the room 
which measures 4x4x4 houses 
over a million pages of news¬ 
paper. Students have found the 
use of the Times of unmeasur¬ 
able value for research and 
theme papers. 

Included in the collection are 
230 volumes of the German 
Chemistry Journal; the Saturday 
Review of Literature; the Jour¬ 
nal of Physical Chemistry; jour¬ 
nals and periodicals on botany, 
biology, chemistry, physics, and 
other sciences; and there is also 
the fine collection from the 
Shakespeare society, which in¬ 
cludes plays by the great Eng¬ 
lish writer, mysteries and mir¬ 
acles of his time, and the history 


of the theatre, poetry, drama, and 
literature. 

Today the micro-film depart¬ 
ment is making a collection of 
theses that were written by stu¬ 
dents of Bradley for their 
doctorates.

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Bradley Student Investigates 
Sauter-Finegan Combination

On a nation-wide radio broadcast last Monday night, the “Camel 
Caravan” with the weird, fascinating rhythms of the Sauter-Finegan 
band, paid tribute to our Bradley university. That is history now. 

But merely beginning is the steady rise to popularity by this 
unusual group of musicians. And their visit here Feb. 13 gave us 
a chance to witness their uniqueness. 

During a rehearsal before the show Bill Beecher, one of the 
directors, was cornered and asked: Just what is it that makes this 
band different? 

“Well take a look at them,” says Bill. “At first glance you 
see 25 musicians just as you might find in any large orchestra. 
But with a closer inspection you’ll find 77 different kinds of 
instruments being played.” 

That fact, we found, is the key to what Eddie Sauter and Bill 
Finegan call “new directions in music.” And it all didn’t just happen 
with the snap of a finger. 

Let’s go back to 1937. 

Sauter was a trumpeter in the Red Norvo band. That year 
he stepped down from his chair and became an arranger for 
Norvo. Conservative elements were against him at first but he 
gradually moved up the ladder with such name bands as Benny 
Goodman, Artie Shaw, Woody Herman and, in 1946, with the 
controversial Ray McKinley outfit. 

At the same time, Finegan was achieving a similar success as 
chief arranger for Glenn Miller. In 1942 he went to work with 
Tommy Dorsey. 

In 1952 these two top-notch arrangers got together to cook up 
what they hoped would be a tempting musical dish. 

Their recipe consisted of most of the conventional ingredients. 
But to blend with their unique ideas they generously sprinkled into 
the band spices galore. 

For instance, in the percussion section may be found such rare 
delicacies as the celesta, glockenspiel, harp, chimes, triangle, tam- 
berines, vibraphone and blocks. Mixes to exact proportion are the 
piano, bass fiddle, xylophone, marimba, cymbals of various tastes, 
gongs and bells. Conga drums, bongos drums, tympani, bass drum, 
traps, and thunder drums are added for that salty flavor. 

Another spicy effect has been sifted through the woodwinds. 
Along with the clarinets, tenor and alto saxes, these master chefs 
included the flute, piccolo, recorder, English horn and oboe. 

And to assure the consumer a balanced diet, a recording tuba 
and French horn are stirred in with the trumpets and trombones 
in the brass section. 

Sauter and Finegan rounded out the band with outstanding 
performers capable of playing this wide conglomeration of 
instruments. They gave each member a kazoo, finger cymbals 
and other odd contraptions for a novelty flavor. 

Of course, as all good cooks know, it’s the proper mixing and 
blending of the ingredients that makes for success. Sauter and 
Finegan ably filled this requirement with their arranging background. 

To say the least, their musical dish becomes more appealing 
with each serving.

Estergard Sets Record 

Dick Estergard, Bradley’s rebounding artist, set a new 
individual scoring mark for the Braves against Marquette. 

“Ess” tabulated 11 field goals and an equal 
amount of charity tosses as he scored 33 
points. Dick broke All-American Paul 
Unruh’s seven year scoring triumph. Unruh 
tallied 32 points against Dayton in January 
of 1947. 

Making 89 of 187 shots from the field 
last year, he held the highest shooting per¬ 
centage on the squad. However, this was 
not the department in which the red-headed 
“Kangaroo” excelled. Dick snatched 540 re¬ 
bounds off the boards, leading his nearest competitor by 
more than 300 rebounds. 

While entering the nation’s top rebounding experts he did 
not neglect to shoot. Dick was second in the Bradley scoring 
department with 310 points for a 11.5 average for the 27 
game schedule. 

With his ability shown on black and white, Dick is another 
choice for an All-American berth. 

Records Smashed At Marquette 

Four other records were shattered during the last few 
weeks of cage play. The 187 points which were scored by 
Marquette and Bradley is the all-time high for Bradley and 
an opponent. Previously the Braves shared this honor with 
Western Kentucky, in the 1949 quarter finals of the N. I. T. 
tournament in Madison Square Gardens. Also sharing this 
honor was Louisville, as they triumphed over the Braves Jan¬ 
uary 16 in “one of the greatest shooting exhibitions since 
Custer’s Last Stand,” as the total scores hit 181 points. And 
again in the Robertson fieldhouse when Louisville and Brad¬ 
ley totaled 186 points, January 15. 

In a losing cause an opponent has never scored 90 points, 
while the Braves scored 97 points for the first time on the 
road. Another new record for Bradley and an opponent was 
in the shots attempted department. 183 shots were attempted 
during the Marquette tilt.

The University of Chicago won _ # U UJeFS ^COrd 
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a quadrangular track meet Sat¬ 
urday at the Chicago Fieldhouse. 
The Maroons totaled 69 points, 
outdistancing Northwestern with 
51, Bradley with 30 and Loyola 
with 25. The Braves grabbed 
three first places. 

Seven meet records were brok¬ 
en or tied during the afternoon’s 
competition. One of the new 
marks was set by Bradley’s Gor¬ 
don Busse, who dashed the 60 
yards in 6.3 seconds, breaking 
the old record of 6.5 held by 
Michael of Chicago. 

Busse also copped first place in 
the broad jump with a leap of 21 
feet, 11 inches. The Braves’ Paul 
Erickson tied his own record of 
13 feet, three and one-fourth 
inches in the pole vault, but had 
to share the accomplishment with 


Northwestern’s Jim Erhart. Brad¬ 
ley’s other first was picked up by 
Dick Richardson, who captured 
the high jump with a six foot 
effort. 

The Braves’ other points came 
in this manner: Duane Leves- 
trand, third in the 440-yd. run; 
Ted Loomis, fourth in the 70-yd. 
high hurdles and third in the 
70-yd. low’s; Ralph Barclay, 
fourth in the shot put; Dean 
Smith, fourth in the 880-yd. run; 
and a Bradley second in the mile 
relay. 

The Saturday before saw the 
tracksters travel to the campus 
of Indiana, where they competed 


against Indiana and Michigan 
Normal. Coach Chuck Larson’s 
squad showed improvement, but 
not enough to equal the talents 
of either I. U. or Normal, as 
Indiana won the meet with 78 
points to Normal’s 32 and the 
Braves’ 25. 

At Bloomington, Busse took a 
second in the 60-yard dash and a 
first in the broad jump. Duane 
Lovestrang took a fourth in the 
440 yard dash as a new I. U. field 
house record of :50.4 was set by 
the Hoosier’s Len Robinson. 
Loomis took thirds in both the 
70-yard high and low hurdle 
Events. 


It was a month and a half 
ago that the Wesleyan’s "B” 
team defeated the Papooses in 
Bloomington 83-58.

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"Much Ado' To Feature Original 
Music Composed By Bradleyites

Sharp, staccato clicking of 
castanets along with the exotic 
syncopated rhythms of maracas 
will set the mood for Bradley’s 
second all-university production, 
“Much Ado About Nothing,” 
playing at Robertson fieldhouse 
on April 8 and 9. 

The score was written by five 
students of the school of music, 
members of a composition class 
taught by Dean Clinton Howard, 
assistant professor. Last year 
Mr. Howard, himself, composed 
the original music for Bradley’s 
first all-university show, “The 
Tempest.” 

Because the action of the play 
takes place in a Sicily ruled by 
Arragon, the music, costumes, 
stage set, and dances will have 
an old-world, Spanish flavor. 
This Castilian motif is accentu¬ 
ated by augmenting the regular 
line of musical instruments with 
gourds and castanets. 

The composers are Marianne 
Ringe Harper, who wrote “Sigh 
No More;” Dick Weber, inciden¬ 
tal music for the masquerade; 
Ted Trapp, opening music; Jody 


Rahn, finale dance; and Jeanette 
Ray, who wrote “The God of 
Love.” 

Mr. Howard’s main problem 
with five composers working sep¬ 
arately on this class project was 
to maintain a unity of composi¬ 
tion. After considerable research 
and two weeks of writing, the 
score was joined into a whole. 

Then the writers exchanged 
their pencils for instruments and 
with three more music majors 
recorded the work for use in the 
play.

Two Get All-American Mentions 

Receiving honorable mentions on the United Press All- 
American cage teams were Bob Carney and Dick Estergard 

of the Braves. 

Carney, co-captain of the 
Braves, has been regarded as 
All-American caliber for the 
past two years by sportwriters 
from coast to coast. 

Starting his youthful career 
in Aurora, Illinois, he gained 
recognition on the hardwood, 
being named to several all- 
state and all-area teams in his 
senior year. 

Carrying this fine record to 
Bradley, Carney continued on 
his way to national fame. In 
the 1951-52 campaign, as a 
sophomore, Bob topped the 
Braves in the scoring depart¬ 
ment with a 12.86 average per 
game. The following season he 
repeated his actions on the 
hardcourt. Dialing 137 goals from the field and 191 free 
throws he again led his teammates with a 17.22 average. 

At the present time Bob leads the Braves for the third 
straight season. In twenty-six games he has tabulated 403 
points on 118 field goals and 167 charity tosses for a 15.5 
average per game. 

While doing a prodigious job on offense, he has held some 
of the top scorers in the country blanketed. 

Estergard, Bradley’s answer to the pivot problem this 
season, was the other Brave to enter the ranks of college stars. 
Hailing from Elgin, Illinois, 

“Ess” was a member of the 
noted 1949-50 Elgin prep 
cagers. 

A rebounding sensation Dick 
snatched 540 rebounds off the 
boards to lead his nearest team 
mate by more than 300 last 
season. He was ranked with 
the best rebounders of the 
country. 

A few weeks ago this red¬ 
headed rebounder broke a 
Bradley all-time scoring record 
set by All - American Paul 
Unruh in 1947. Dropping 11 field goals and an even amount 
of free throws through the hoop, Dick collected 33 points 
against Marquette. 

In the scoring department “Ess” is second to team captain 
Bob Carney with a 14.5 average in twenty-six games. 

Fraternities Play In Tournaments 

During the last few weeks two fraternities played in their 
national basketball tournaments. Theta Xi played in Chicago, 
while the Theta Chi chapter of Bradley traveled to Ann 
Arbor, Michigan. 

In Chicago the Alpha Sigma chapter of Theta Xi finished 
second in the Theta Xi Regional Tournament. Beating the 
Washington University chapter of St. Louis in the first round 
of play, Bradley’s Theta Xi’s met Northwestern in the finals. 
Giving way to Northwestern in overtime 59-55 the Alpha 
Sigma men coped with Northwestern’s basketball star Don 
Blaha, of Cicero, Illinois. Bob McCarty led the games scoring 
with 19 points. McCarty hails from Springfield, Illinois. 

Theta Chi also took a second place in the Theta Chi Mid¬ 
west basketball tourney at Ann Arbor. In the first round 
they beat Bowling Green’s entry and in the semi-finals took 
on the U. of Indiana’s chapter. Three of the starters for 
Indiana were members of the Big Ten Champs hardwood 
team, who were the only team to beat Notre Dame besides 
Bradley this year. 

In the final round Bradley’s Theta Chi chapter took a 
back seat to Ball State from the state of Ohio.

Rebounding from two straight 
losses the Bradley cagers downed 
the Golden Hurricanes of Tulsa 
90-69, last Saturday evening in 
the fieldhouse. Besides adding 
prestige to the Braves N.C.A.A. 
bid, the victory also avenged a 
66-63 loss to Tulsa earlier this 
season. 

Eagle-Eye Shooting; 

Great Passing 

Hitting the season's high in 
shooting, the Braves bucketed 18 
out of 29 field goal attempts for 
an impressive 62 per cent in the 
first half. It was not only eagle- 
eye shooting, but excellent pass¬ 
ing that put the Braves over the 
500 mark, for the first time this 
year, in shooting. Not neglecting 
the defensive game the Red and 
White held the Hurricanes to 35 
points in the half, while gather¬ 
ing 53 themselves. 

It was in the first six seconds 
of the ball game that gave the 
initiative to score 90 points 
against Tulsa, who is presently 
ranked 19th in the nation on of¬ 
fense. This was the first time 
that 90 points were scored 
against the ball-possessing team 
of Clarence Iba.

Leading by 18 points at the 
half Anderson sent in his original 
starters, but not for long. Brad¬ 
ley subs took the floor with a 25 
point advantage midway in the 
third frame and held their own 
to lead by 21 points at the end 
of the period, 69-48. 

In the final stanza with every¬ 
one getting into the act, the 
Bradley cagers scored an easy 21 
points, as did the Hurricanes. 
With the N.C.A.A. bound Braves 
taking the high-hat by 21 points. 
Final score, 90-69. 

Another of Bradley’s All-Ameri¬ 
can mention Bob Carney topped 
the evening scorers with 8 goals 
from the field and 5 extra points 
for 21 points. He was followed by 
Bob Patterson with 20 and sharp¬ 
shooting Dick Nunneley with 15 
for the Tulsans. While Estergard, 
Harvey Babetch, and Johnny 
Kent followed with 13, 12, and 11 
for the Braves as everyone, ex¬ 
cept Don Mathews, got into the 
scoring column.

USC, which was beaten by 
Bradley, 79-64, last Dec. 21 in 
Peoria, will meet the Braves in 
the semi-finals of the NCAA 
tournament at 8 p. m. Friday. 
Penn State and LaSalle college 
of Philadelphia will play in the 
second game. 

The unsung Trojans, who have 
a 21-10 record for the season, 
moved into the tournament finals 
with a hard-fought 66-65 double 
overtime victory over Santa 
Clara at Corvallis, Ore., last Sat¬ 
urday. 

Dick Welsh, 6-2 junior, pushed 
in a free-throw in the last session 
to move the Trojans into the 
NCAA tournament for the second 
time in 14 years. In 1940 the west 
coast cagers were runnerup to 
Kansas in the 1940 finals. 

The predominately underclass¬ 
men Pacific Coast champions are 
paced by Tony Psaltis, 6-3 sopho¬ 
more, who tossed in 18 points 
against Bradley in their pre- 
Christmas meeting, and Roy 
Irvin, 6-6 junior, who tallied nine 
markers before fouling out of 
the game in the second period. 

The Cardinal and Gold Cali¬ 
fornians are coached by Forrest 
Twogood, who arrived on the 
USC campus in 1949. He is a 
graduate of the University of 
Iowa. 

The Trojans started the 1953-54 
season with five consecutive 
wins, but their four-game trip 
through the midwest last Decem¬ 
ber proved fatal.

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Michigan State rolled over the 
west coast lads, 81-63; Iowa 
trounced them, 66-57, and after 
Bradley’s victory, Oklahoma 
A&M edged the travelers, 52-49, 
at Stillwater, Okla. The Trojans 
won their only game from Ari¬ 
zona, and that a nip and tuck 
battle, 57-55. 

Following their return home, 
USC played host to Michigan 
State and Iowa, and gained re¬ 
venge by topping the Spartans, 
75-73, and the Hawkeyes, 70-60.

Since then, they have captured 
three of four games with the 
top-ranked California and UCLA. 
They split four games with Stan¬ 
ford, and in the play-off for the 
Pacific Coast League title, USC 
dropped Oregon State, northern- 
division champions, two out of 
three games.

This was a typical statement of 
audience reaction to Bob Car¬ 
ney’s sensational 37 minutes of

ing record with 37 points and 
broke the N. C. A. A. tournament 
free throw record set by Johnny 
O’Brien of Seattle. 

The old record of 18 was set by 
O’Brien in the N. C. A. A. tourna¬ 
ment at Olympia, Wash., two 
years ago. 

Carney’s 37-point total erases 
Dick Estergard’s record of 33 
points made on Feb. 12 against 


Bob Carney, who set a new 
school scoring mark of 37 points, 
as well as a new N. C. A. A. free 
throw record, was named the 
most valuable player of the Re¬ 
gional finals at Stillwater, Okla.

Cagers Second in Nation; 
Lose Fo LaSalle In Final; 
Win 74-72 In Semi-Finals 

Back into the national basketball picture is Bradley Univer¬ 
sity for the second time in the school’s history. The Braves 
dropped a thriller to LaSalle College of the Eastern seaboard 
92-76 to take second honors in the National Collegiate Athletic 
Association basketball tournament in Kansas City. 


In the semi-final round in Kan¬ 
sas City the “Cinderella Team” of 
Bradley defeated Southern Cali¬ 
fornia 74-72 to clinch the second 
place and a berth in the Cham¬ 
pionship game with LaSalle. 
All-American Gola Rebounds 
The fabulous Tom Gola, La¬ 
Salle’s All-American, demonstrat¬ 
ed his talent with brilliance under 
the boards snagging 19 re¬ 
bounds, although he was out- 
scored by two sophomore team¬ 
mates, Frank Batcher and 
Charles Singley, with 23 apiece. 
Gola netted for seven field goals 
and five charity tosses for 19 
points. 

The Bradley quintet held a well 
balanced scoring attack with 
each of the starting five hitting 
in the double digets. Bob Carney 
and Dick Estergard netted for 17 
apiece. While Johnny Kent 
hooped on 8 from the field for 
16, Eddie King and Dick Peterson 
got 12 and 10 respectively. 

Braves Lead at Halftime 
The Braves took an early 22-19 
first period advantage, but were 
outscored in the second stanza 
and held a one-point edge at half¬ 
time. In the third period the Ex¬ 
plorers netted for 30 points, 
holding the Braves to 14. This 
took the spark from the “Fabu¬ 
lous Five” and they never came 
into contention again. In the final 
period they were outscored 20-19. 

Taking the second place NCAA 
trophy for the second time in 
NCAA tournament play, the 
Braves produced a second place 
team in 1950 when they lost in 
the final round to C.C.N.Y. Again 
last week the Braves lost in the 
final round to LaSalle 92-76. 


Nip and Tuck Battle 

In the semi-finals Friday night 
the Braves beat Southern Cali¬ 
fornia, 74-72, in the best game of 
the tournament. Bob Carney 
saved the day for the Bradley 
five in the last minute and five 
seconds of the game. It was not 
all Carney though, it was cool¬ 
ness of the whole team, plus the 
fact that they were able to keep 
in contention throughout the 
game and wait for the right time 
to strike, 

Carney stole the ball with a 
minute and forty seconds left in 
the game. Bradley lost the ball 
under the basket, but got it out 
of bounds. Bob then connected on 
a sensational lay-up that brought 
the entire crowd to its feet. This 
put the “Cinderellas” ahead by 
one point, 71-70 with a minute to 
play.

Four New Members 
In Hall Of Fame 

A quartet of former Bradley 
university athletes has been 
named to the Bradley Hall of 
Fame, according to an announce¬ 
ment made late in December by 
Vice-President A. G. Haussler, 
chairman of the Hall of Fame 
committee. 

Don Alford, William Chinuge, 
Ray Nelson, and William Tuttle 
were chosen for the honor on the 
basis of their outstanding rec¬ 
ords in inter-collegiate and na¬ 
tional sports. 

Alford, who graduated from 
Bradley in 1951, holds three let¬ 
ters in baseball for 1949, ’50, and 
’51, and one in basketball for the 
1950-51 season. He was signed by 
the Chicago White Sox, before 
being called to army service, and 
is expected to re-enter organized 
baseball after his discharge. 

Chinuge was a basketball and 
track star for the Braves in the 
early 1940’s. He earned three var¬ 
sity B’s in basketball in 1939, ’40, 
and ’41, and an additional trio of 
letters in track in ’40, ’41, and ’42. 

Nelson excelled in football and 
boxing in his collegiate career. 
After playing on the ’41 and ’42 
grid teams, he served a hitch in 
the navy, returning to captain the 
1946 eleven. He also earned a var¬ 
sity boxing letter the same year. 
He was a Golden Gloves cham¬ 
pion in 1942. 

Currently signed with the De¬ 
troit Tigers, Tuttle is playing 
with Buffalo in the International 
League. While at Bradley, he was 
named the school’s most valuable 
player in 1950. Also a three letter 
baseball star, Tuttle played in the 
’49, ’50, and ”51 seasons and was 
team captain in 1951. 

The four new members were 
named by the Hall of Fame com¬ 
mittee, which, in addition to 
Haussler as chairman, lists the 
following members: A. J. Berg¬ 
strom, Allen Upton, John I. Mein- 
en, Kenneth Jones, Fred Tuerk, 
Jack Rosenberg, Max Siebel, and 
David Meister.

During the NCAA tournaments many records were 
broken. In Kansas City, LaSalle scored 92 points against 
Bradley in the championship game to erase the old record 
for the most points scored in a championship game. The 
record was previously held by Kansas which in 1952 dialed 
80 points against St. John’s. 

LASALLE and BRADLEY also set a new high for a 
single game. They combined 168 points to eliminate a tie 
in this department between Seattle-Idaho and L. S. U.-Lebanon 
Valley. These teams totaled 165 points in single games in 
1953. 

BOB CARNEY, senior from Aurora, broke two of the 
free throw records. At Stillwater, Okla., against the Colorado 
“Buffs,” he dialed 23 goals from the bread line, shattering 
Johnny O’Brien’s 1953 record of 18 free throws in a single 
game. Bob also tabulated 55 charity tosses in the 1954 NCAA 
series to erase Don Schlundt’s 1953 mark of 49 for the series. 

CARNEY set a new school record with the 23 free throws 
and also a new individual scoring record with 37 points. He 
netted 23 of 26 shots from the line and 7 goals from the floor. 
His 37 points came exactly one month after Dick Estergard 
broke All-American Paul Unruh’s record of 32 against Mar¬ 
quette. Estergard scored 33 on 11 free throws and an equal 
amount of field goals.

There’s “Much Ado” in the 
fieldhouse tonight as Bradley pre¬ 
sents its second all-university 
Shakespearean production, 
Much Ado About Nothing,” at 
8:15. Noble princes, counts and 
lords, fair damsels belied, eccen¬ 
tric comics that tend toward stu¬ 
pidity, and rhythmic music and 
dances will blend into a cineramic 
spectacle.

It 
also discloses that “truly the 
game of love and all its many 
complications are ‘Much Ado 
About Nothing’.” 

A cast of 24 gayly costumed ac¬ 
tors and dancers will cavort be¬ 
fore the audience in a Sicilian 
garden setting.

the old one throw on a common 
foul was not ideal. 

After deliberating, a number 
of “bonus” rules were submitted 
to the committee for approval. 
The committee was in favor of 
dropping the one-and-one rule in 
favor of a system where the 
player would get a “bonus shot” 
for making a free throw —not 
missing it —during the first 37 
minutes of play. 

If the first foul shot attempt 
is not successful, the ball will 
immediately go into play. If the 
first attempt is good, the fouled 
player will be awarded another 
shot. 

The three minute rule, which 
stipulates that a player fouled in 
the final three minutes will re¬ 
ceive two extra point shots, was 
left intact. This is to discourage 
a losing team from flagrant 
fouling. 

Time Cuts Changed 

The committee also changed 
time out rule to allow time outs 
only when the ball is dead or in 
control of an individual player. 
Time could formerly be called 
when a team had control of the 
ball. 

Twenty Minute Halts 

The four quarter system was 
also discarded in favor of a two 
half proposal. Each half will last 
20 minutes. Purpose for this 
change is to eliminate stalling 
and freezing the ball at the end 
of quarters.

The two college editors who 
viewed Russian education while 
on a three week tour of the Krem¬ 
lin will return to Bradley campus 
as part of the Lecture-Art series 
at 8:15 April 22 at the fieldhouse. 

Colored slides, with narration 
by Craig E. Lovitt, editor, and 
William C. Ives, associate editor 
of the “Knox Student,” will make 
up the program. 

Accompanied by five other 
editors from U. S. college papers, 
they left New York by plane on 
Christmas, only a few days after 
being informed by the Russian 
embassy that visas had been 
obtained. 

With the idea “We want to 
obtain first hand answers to the 
question ‘What’s behind the Iron 
Curtain?’ ” and feeling that 
trained foreign correspondents 
adequately handle political news, 
the student editors decided to 
look for the ordinary aspects of 
Russian life which normally 
escape our attention here in 
America.

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British Journalist Compares 
American, English Students 

“There is very little difference 


in the appearance of the univer¬ 
sity man here at Bradley and at 
Oxford, Cambridge or any of the 
European colleges,” said Peter 
John Flinn, diplomatic correspon¬ 
dent for the British Broadcasting 
Co., during a recent campus visit. 

“All wear blue jeans, T-shirts 
and loafers. But the Bradley 
chaps go in for crew haircuts 
and automobiles. They must be 
very wealthy to afford an auto,” 
he said. “In Europe they are the 
exception. Everyone there uses 
a bicycle or a motor bike. They 
can’t finance anything else.” 

But the comparison ends with 
appearance. Flinn has noted in 
his American travels that the 
American college student is an 
amazingly independent fellow. In 
Europe, he went on to explain, 
the college man never prepares 
himself for anything specific. 
Consequently, when he leaves 
the university he really faces a 
cold, outside world. He never has 
time to work his way through 
college and he never learns about 
working conditions until he is 
thrown into them. 

“Here in America, a chap can

pick up a trade in high school, 
continue to get technical knowl¬ 
edge in college and work part 
time on the side. Then when he 
gets out, he knows all about job 
hunting and he applies for a posi¬ 
tion with a great deal of 'know¬ 
how’ behind him.” 

The noted journalist went on 
to discuss the differences be¬ 
tween American and British col¬ 
leges: The large number of 

courses made available to the 
student here, the many ways a 
college man may subdivide his 
time and the intensity of special¬ 
ization over here. 

Flinn believes the college man 
is too young to decide to special¬ 
ize in one field. “I don’t believe 
he knows enough to be sure that 
one subject is worthy of the com¬ 
plete attention of his mind.” 

From his years of experience 
with the BBC, Flinn was able to 
give much detail about the work¬ 
ings of that organization and the 
reaction of the British people to 
American news coverage. 

He said, for example, the 
people were dismayed with the 
televised proceedings of the Mc¬ 
Carthy committee. They were

shocked by its undemocratic 
methods and the brutality of the 
questioning techniques. Their at¬ 
titude is that in spite of these 
blunderings, because it is Ameri¬ 
can, it will come out all right in 
the end. 

Voice-BBC get Through 

In describing its external serv¬ 
ices, Flinn compared the BBC 
with the “Voice of America.” 
They broadcast over the entire 
earth in 40 foreign languages and 
also beam their programs to the 
entire English speaking world. 
They cooperate with “The Voice” 
in piercing the Iron Curtain so 
that no matter how much the 
Soviets jam the air lanes, a west¬ 
ern program can always be 
picked up somewhere on the 
Russians’ radio dial. 

Flinn went on to say that the 
BBC has found through 18 years 
of experience that straight news 
programs are the most popular. 
World coverage without propa¬ 
ganda slant is most effective, he 
emphasized. The program be¬ 
gins with: “Here is the news.” 
It is completely anonymous. 
There are no commercials or 
messages.

Color Films Featuring Flower Waltz 
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Thomas J. Corgan, biologist, 
lecturer and photographer, will 
present one of the most unusual 
lectures of the semester Wednes¬ 
day, May 5, in the fieldhouse at 
8:15 p. m., when he will show 
movies and speak on “Beauty 
and Beasts.” 

With the help of time-lapse 
pictures in brilliant colors, he 
shows a month’s growth in two 
minutes.

His movie of plant life starts 
with the seed, goes with it 
through the ground, up to the 
bud, and finally the full flower.

The dancing mo¬ 
tions are obtained by controling 
light, temperature and moisture, 
and the resultant motions have

As long as one has to get “on the hook” by picking a Ken¬ 
tucky Derby winner, Fisherman seems to be the likely choice. 

This 3-year-old gelding, son of Phalanx, racing in the silks 
of the C. V. Whitney stable, showed enough last Saturday in 
the Gotham Stakes to convince many that he is the one to 
beat in the 80th “Run for the Roses” come May 1. 

Not since the 1948 classic has the track been heavy, and 
in the Gotham, Fisherman enjoyed the heavy track, winning 
the purse. Not only a mudder, the son of Phalanx, who fin¬ 
ished second in the 1947 derby, won six of a dozen starts as a 
two year old, none of them in the mud, and has shown greatly 
this year. 

Going into the Gotham Stakes, this gelding was a 4-1 favor¬ 
ite in the future book of the Kentucky Classic. Today Fisher¬ 
man stands a 2-1 favorite with two major tests left before 
parading postward to the strains of “My Old Kentucky Home.” 

A look around the hilltop once again . . . Leo Schrall’s nine 
had a little trouble with Wisconsin last week end . . . while 
Happy Larson’s track team took four first places at Iowa 
Teachers college . . . Both Paul Erickson and Gordon Busse 
broke records in the pole vault and 100-yard-dash respectively. 

Erickson vaulted 13 feet 6>/ 2 inches, bettering a 12 foot 10 
inch mark set by Jim Lundquist of Iowa Teachers in 1949 
and Ralph Martin of Coe College in 1935. 

Busse was timed at 9.6 seconds for the 100-yard-sprint. 
He trimmed .2 of a second off the old record of 9.8 seconds, 
but the time was disallowed because of the strong wind at 
his back. 

The javelin record, which was set by Bradley’s Mike Chi- 
nakas in 1950, was also broken. The new record of 185 feet 
HV 2 inches was set by Bob Phelps of Grinnell. Chinakas’ 
record throw was 183 feet and 3 inches. 

Bob Vanatta, Bradley’s new basketball mentor, hopes to 
hold spring workouts sometime in May. 

Bob Carney, Bradley’s star for the past few seasons and a 
member of the 1954 Helms Foundation first team of All- 
Americans, has been selected by the 1953-54 Bradley cagers 
as Bradley’s most valuable player for the past season. 

On the Braves all-opponent team was Tom Gola (LaSalle), 
Chuck Noble (Louisville), Bob Mattick (Okla. A. & M.), Jim 
Lampkin (DePaulJ, and Arnold Short (Oklahoma City). 

.The elections of a team captain for the forthcoming season 

has been delayed until the arrival of Bob Vanatta. 


Braves Pace 
Iowa Relays 

Coach Chuck Larson’s 1954 
outdoor track squad set the pace 
last Saturday at the Iowa State 
Teachers’ Relays at Cedar Falls, 
Iowa, as the Braves’ thinlies 
copped four firsts. 

Gordon Busse gave the cue for 
the day’s affairs as he set a new 
record for the meet and for a 
Bradley 100-yard dash at :9.6 and 
a first place. 

Paul Erickson, following 
Busse’s lead, set a new meet 
record for the pole vault as he 
crossed over 13’6” for another 
first. 

Jim Allen then proceeded to 
smash the all-time Bradley 
discus mark of 146’1%” set by 
Leo Davis with a heave of 153 ft. 
7% inches and another Bradley 
first. 

The Braves’ fourth first was in 
the 440 relay event which the 
Peorians also captured last year. 
The winning quartet was Ted 
Loomos, Dick Richardson, Hud¬ 
son Edwards and Busse. 

In other events, Bradley took 
third in the 880 relay, Alan Maar 
grabbed second in the javelin, 
Dean Smith was second in the 
mile, Loomos came in third in 
the 120 high hurdles and Rich¬ 
ardson tied for fourth in the 
high jump. 

The Braves next appearance in 
track events will be in the Drake 
University Relays, Friday and 
Saturday at Des Moines, Iowa.

VANATTA, ARMY COACH, 


TAKES OVER CAGE REINS 


Robert Vanatta, cage coach at 
the United States Military Acad¬ 
emy, last week was named as the 
man who will guide the destiny 
of Bradley University basketball 
next season. 

Vanatta succeeds Forrest 
“Forddy” Anderson, who brought 
home two NCAA runnersup to 
Bradley in his six-year tour as 
cage coach here prior to accept¬ 
ing a similar post at the Big Ten 
conference school — Michigan 
State College. 

Vanatta is 35 years old, mar¬ 
ried and has three sons. He plans 
to take up residence in Peoria 
within a week or so. He hopes 
to open spring cage drills shortly 
in an effort to acquaint himself 
with the personnel that will be 
returning next season. 

Among his accomplishments as 
a basketball coach are two 
straight NAIA championships 
won by Southwest Missouri State 
Teachers college of Springfield, 
Missouri. His overall college 
coaching record shows 181 vic¬ 
tories to only 36 defeats. Last 
year’s Army team won 18 and 
lost 7 for one of its best seasons 
in years. This included an 85-72 
win over Navy, one of the NCAA 
play-off teams—the first time 
Army had defeated Navy in four 
years. 

The new coach attended Hick¬ 
man High school in Columbia, 
Mo., where he was a four-sport 
star. He competed in four sports 
at Central college of Fayette, Mo., 
and then played basketball in the 
service and in AAU competition. 
He has his master’s degree from 
Missouri and has done some addi¬ 
tional graduate work toward a 
doctorate at Colorado State. 

His coaching record began at 
Booneville High school in Mis¬ 
souri and from there he went to 
Kemper Military Academy for 
one season prior to entering the 
service. 

Following his service, Vanatta 
assumed the post of athletic 
director, head baseball coach, 
basketball coach and football 
coach at Springfield (Mo.) High 
school where his basketball teams 
went to the state tourney two 
years out of three and finished 
second one season.

Leo Davis Signs 
With Steelers

Bradley university's third gift 
to the National Professional 
Football League will soon be pre¬ 
paring to leave for the 1954-55 
gridiron wars. 

Leo Davis, end of the 1949-53 
Brave elevens and most valuable 
player during his senior year, is 
scheduled to report to the Pitts¬ 
burgh Steelers following work on 
his bachelor of arts degree. 

Davis, a mainstay on defense 
during his collegiate career, had 
his educational program inter¬ 
rupted in 1952 by Uncle Sam. He 
was recalled with a Peoria Re¬ 
serve unit and was discharged 
in September, 1952, in time to re¬ 
port for the second Bradley game 
of that season. 

A graduate of Peoria Woodruff 
Pligh school, the 6-1 redhead 
proved his Army career kept him 
in shape as he tallied a touch¬ 
down against Cal Poly of Califor¬ 
nia only 25 hours after he re¬ 
turned to the hilltop campus. 

He finished his last year of 
eligibility by hitting paydirt four 
more times for the Bus Mertes 
coached crew. It was during his 
last campaign that he was named 
“Most Valuable Player” by his 
teammates. 

Last June, the 210-pound ath¬ 
lete married the former Angelina 
Trinadue of Chicago. Following 
the ceremony in the windy city 
they departed for Toronto, Can¬ 
ada, where their honeymooning 
was spent in the Toronto football 
stadium. 

Leo had signed a contract with 
the Argonots of the Big Four 
Football League, and was prac¬ 
ticing for the coming season, 
while his wife spent the after¬ 
noons in the stadium watching 
the practice. 

Davis spent four months with 
the team then returned to Chi¬ 


cago and was employed in the 
Post Office. He returned to fin¬ 
ish his senior year at Bradley 
last semester, and will receive his 
degree in June. 

The Davis family will soon be 
packing to leave for the eastern 
city. Only this time there is an 
addition—four-months-old Debra 
Marie. 

Holder of the Bradley discus 
mark until Jim Allen, another 
Feoria Woodruff graduate, broke 
it last week, Davis inked the 
Steeler contract last month. He 
was the 13th draft choice of the 
club during the 1953 NFL con¬ 
vention. 

One of the top stories Davis 
relates is when his lifetime ambi¬ 
tion was reached during a foot¬ 
ball game. 

Against Drake university in 
1951, he reached down and picked 
up an officials flag—which the 
referee had dropped when a pen¬ 
alty was called—and blew his 
nose on it. 

“I don’t know what made me 
do it,” Davis said, “but it was 
something I had always wanted 
to do.” Asked if he was repri¬ 
manded for the incident, he said, 
“No, but the crowd sort of got 
a kick out of it.” 

In July the well muscled athlete 
will be donning a Steeler uniform, 
while Billy Stone, 1949, and 
“Rocket” Ray Ramsey, 1947, will 
be joining rival entries. 

Stone, fleet-footed halfback on 
the Chicago Bears, and Ramsey, 
defensive specialist of the Chi¬ 
cago Cardinals, were the first 
Bradley graduates to enter the 
pro ranks within recent years. 

During the baseball season, 
area fans are keeping up with 
their major league favorites by 
viewing accounts of Jimmie Rob¬ 
ertson, Philadelphia Athletics, 
and Bill Tuttle, Detroit Tigers, 
both former Bradley diamond 
stars.

To Tell Of Possible School 

Dr. Chester E. Sipple, who recently returned to the camrms 

thSkin^ f t ^ 1 ° nth ’ S sta ,y in Ira< l> reports that Bradley is 
thinking of taking over direction of three more schools in 

located Atah" 

The main purpose of his trip 
was to make a survey for the 
federal government of the Amer¬ 
ican Technical institute, which 
Bradley helped establish in 
Baghdad. 

Now directed and adminis¬ 
tered by Bradley under a Point- 
Four contract, the school is 
undergoing an expansion pro¬ 
gram. Buildings are being erect¬ 
ed by the government of Iraq, 
but Bradley will continue to act 
as administrator, providing that 
a new contract is signed and sent 
to Washington, D. C. 

The Baghdad school has an 
enrollment of about 300 students 
at the present time, and this will 
be greatly increased once the ex¬ 
pansion program is completed. 

Metal craft, woodwork, automo¬ 
tive mechanics and other voca¬ 
tional subjects are taught there. 

The people of Iraq, Sipple 
said, are keenly aware of the 
great need for technical train¬ 
ing. Although the country is 
just now organizing education, 
great strides are being made. 

Perhaps two of the brightest 
pieces of news are the good re¬ 
lations between people of Iraq 
and Americans living there and 
the fact that communism has no 
hold on the country. 

In addition to Baghdad, Dr. 

Sipple also visited Rome, Paris, 

Beirut, Cairo, and London, mak¬ 
ing the entire trip via air.
